WEST GERMAN INTELLIGENCE SERVICE (BHD) AS OF 1 MAY 1968. VICE 
CHANCELLOR BRANDT HAD AGREED TO THE ANNOUNCEMENT. THE CABINET 



APPROVED THE APPOINTME.N'T UNANIMOUSLY. 

2. THE DATE FOR THE APPOINTMENT TO BECOME EFFECTICT; WAS 
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CHOSEN IN PART BECAUSE IT PERMITS SUFFICIENT TIME TO SELECT 
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SUCCESSOR TO WESSEL AT NATO, AN APPOINTMENT FOR WHICH THE CONCURRENCE 
OF NATO PARTNERS IS REQUIRED. GENERAL FELBER IS THE LEADING CANDIDATE , 
FOR THIS POSITION. (HEADQ UARIERS CDiaiENr; PRESUMABLY MAJ. GEN. ERNST FERBER.) 

3, A NEW VICE PRESIDENT QF THE BND HAS NOT. YET BEEN APPOINTED. 
( HEADQUARTERS COMMENT ; THE SPD HAD NOMINATED GUENTHER NOLLAU, WHO 
IS NOW VICE PRESIDENT OF THE FEDERAL OFFICE FOR THE PROTECTION OF
